Those  entitled  to  mileage  are  the  Master,  or  in  his  ab- 
sence the  ranking  Warden,  or  in  the  absence  of  the  Master 
and  Warden  the  duly  elected  Representatives;  each  In- 
spector, provided  he  is  reported  present  on  the  certificate 
filed  with  the  Committee  on  Pay  of  Members,  by  the  Grand 
Lecturer;  Past  Grand  Masters,  officers  of  Grand  Lodge, 
chairmen  of  committees  enumerated  in  Section  70  of  the 
Ordinances;  members  of  the  following  committees:  Juris- 
prudence, Policy  and  General  Purposes,  Grievances, 
Finance,  Credentials,  Pay  of  Members,  Charters,  By-laws. 
Payment  will  be  made  after  the  election  of  the  Junior 
Grand  Warden  and  only  on  presentation  of  properly 
stamped  credential.

Papers  for  presentation  to  Grand  Lodge  should  be  pre- 
pared in  duplicate  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Grand 
Master  or  Grand  Secretary  early  so  that  they  may  be 
referred  to  the  proper  committees  for  examination  and 
consideration.

Everyone  attending  Grand  Lodge  will  be  required  to 
register  with  the  Credentials  Committee  in  Polk  Hall, 
Civic  Auditorium.  Places  of  registration  for  members  of 
Grand  Lodge  and  for  other  groups  will  be  specifically  des- 
ignated, and  each  registrant  is  requested  to  register  at 
the  proper  place.
